Breastworks are being erected in 


the public thoroughfares of Panama. 
The ti/fcrasfolk in the vicinity of ches* 
are hastily removing to safer places. 
A!l persons known, to be Liberal* are 
arrested on sight. The government 
has declared its intention to contest 
e\er> inch of ground if an entrance 
to the city is effected. It is reported 
that some 70 men who were wounded 
at Perequito were landed on the isl- 
and of Taboga, facing Panama harbor, 
to avoid creating alarm in Panama. 
Taboga is about eight miles from Pan- 
ama. The government is very anxious 
that marines should be landed from 
the United States battleship Iowa, but 
Captain Perry, her commander, has 
not complied with this request. 


The government claims that the 


Cborrera troops are momentarily ex- 
pected at Panama, and that on their 
arrival there preparations will be 
made u> attack the Liberal advance 
guard, and that these will not cease 
until Colon has been 
recaptured. 


Great hopes are entertained that the 
news of the capture of Colon will in- 
duce the authorities at Baranquilla 
to send big reinforcements to land at 
Colon and annihilate the enemy. 


Liberal Force Withdrew. 


Colon. Xov. 25. — The Boyaca re- 


turned to Panama a second time with 
General Alban and a few men. The 
government claims to have effected a 
landing at Chorrera, routing the en- 
emy and recovering all the prisoners 
previously reported taken, with the 
exception of two. Among the number 
recovered, according to the govern- 
ment version, is the alcalde of Tabo- 
ga. The Liberal version of the inci- 
dent is that the alcalde was afraid to 
fight, and when captured offered Do- 
mingo Diaz, the Liberal leader. $1,000 
if he would release him. that the offer 
was accepted and that the alcalde was 
allowed to go after giving his word of 
honor not to attempt to escape. The 
Liberals also assert that General Al- 
ban effected a landing at Chorrera 
after the Liberals had withdrawn to 
join the Liberal forces marching to 
the Empire station. 


Catholics to Meet. 


Philadelphia. Xov. 25.—Members of 


Catholic organizations and Catholic 
communities generally throughout the 
country are much interested in the 
approaching convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Catholic Societies 
of the United States, which will open 
in Cincinnati Dec. 10.

Bring hither wreaths of wheat 


and crowns of rye and let the mills and 
the machinery of barn and field nuite 
their voices to celebrate the triumph, for 
the wilderness. hath retreated and tbe 
plow hath conquered. 


Within our time the presidential cabi- 


net has added a secretaryship of agricul- 
ture. 
Societies are constantly being es- 


tablished for the education of the plow. 
Journals devoted to this department are 
circulated through all the country. Farm- 
ers, through such culture, have learned 
the attributes of soils and found out that 
almost every field has its peculiar prefer- 
ences. 
Lauds have their choice aa to 


wh:ch product they will bear. 
Marshy 


lowlands touched by the plow rise and 
wring out their wet locks in the trenches. 
Islands born down on the coast of Peru | 
and Bolivia are transported to our fields 
and make our vegetation leap. 
High- 


ways, by this plow, are changed from 
bogzy sloughs into roads like tbe Roman 
A ;>[>'::n way. Fields go through bloodless 
revolutions until there the farmhouse 
stands. In summer honeysuckles clamber 
ovvr the trellises. 
On one side there 


stands a garden, which is only a farm 
condensed. On the other side there is a 
stretch of meadow land with thick grass, 
and. as the wind breathes over it. it looks 
like the deep green ocean waves. There 
:j'K.*s a brook, tarrying Ions iu its wind- 
ui:js. as if loath to leave the spot where 
the reeds sing, and the cattle stand at 
noonday under the shadow of the weeping 
willows. 
In 
winter 
the 
sled 
comes 


through tbe crackling snow, with huge 
losrs from the woods', and the barn floor 
quakes under tbe tnumpings of tbe nail 
or ibe deafening buzz of the thrashing- 
machine. 
Horses stand beneath mow 


poles bending under loads of hay and 
whinny to the well filled oat bins. Coiu- 
fort iaughs at the wind rattling she 
s:is!i«= aud clicking the icicles from the 
eaves. 


Parts of our country, under industrious 


tillage, have become an £den of fruitful- 
ne-s. in which religion stands as the tree 
of life and educational advantages as the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil, not 
one of them forbidden. We are onrselvt-s 
surrounded by well cultured farms. They 
were worked by your fathers, and per- 
hap* your mothers helped spread the hay 
in the fit-id. On their headstones arc the 
names you bear. As. when you were boys, 
in the sultry noon yon sought for the 
hardest field with refreshments for your 
fathers and found them taking their noon 
speil sound asleep under the trees, so 
peacefully now they sleep in some coun- 
try churchyard. Xo more fatigued, death 
has plowed for them the deep furrow of 
a grave. 


Religlon the Tree of Life. 


Although most of us have nothing di- 


rectly to do with the tillage of the soil, 
yet in al! o'jr occupations we feel the ef- 
fect of successful or blighted industry. 
We must, in all our occupations, rejoice 
over the virtu'ies of the plow today. The 
<*artii wa« «n«"c cursed for man's sake. 
an.1 occasionally the soil revenges irself 
oa as by refusing a bountiful harvest- 
I 


suppose that but for sin the earth would 
!>e producing wbeat and corn and sweet 
fruit* as naturally as now it produces 
mullein stalks and Canada thistles. There 
t? hardly a hiiiock between the forests of 
Maine and the lagoons of Florida, be- 
tween the peach orchards of New Jersey 
.ia«i the pines of Oregon that bas cot 
•sometimes shown its natural and total de- 
pravity. The thorn and thistle seem to 
bare usurped the soil, and nothing but 
ihe rebellion of the plow can uproot tbe 
evii snpremary. But God is good. Xow. 
if one of our seasons partially proves a 
failure, the earth seems to repent of it the 
ni-xt summer in more munificent supply. 


Praise God for the great harvests that 


have been reaped this last year! Some of 
them, injured by drought or insects or 
frovhets. were not as bountiful as usual, 
others far in excess of what have ever 
before been catbered, while higher prices 


i! help make up for any decreased sup- 


p!y. Sure sism of agricultural prosperity 
w? have in the fact that cattle and horses 
an.! «heep am! swine and all farm animals 
have during tbe lai-t two years increased 
in value. Twenty million swine slaugh- 
tered this last year, and yet so many hogs 
Soft. Enormous paying off of farm mort- 
ca^-'-s has spoiled the old speeches of the 
•MlamiJy howlers.
